These 
students will study how to meet situa- 
tions rather than merely,learn certain 
subjects. We cannot tell how practic- 
al this will prove to be, but at least 
it is worth finding out.

us have understood what education real- 
ly is. ]n the words of Mr. Butler: 


There is a popular notion that somehow, some- 


whorc .'mil .it .some tune, it is formally 
begun 


and then formally finished. Xotluni; is further 
fiom the fact. There is an odd notion, spread 
abroad with much emphasis, that education If 
only a process l>y 
which more or less active 


human vacuums distressingly give measurable 
evidence of their vacuity and laboriously and 
painfully learn that fire is hot by burning- their 
own lingers. 


Education worthy of the name hojds to 
the 


profound and fundamental truth that 
human 


experience has already come a long: way from its 
i rude and simple beginnings, and that what has 
been trained so painfully and at so great 
coSt 


through the long ages each new child is entitled 
to bo helped to know, in order to shorten 
the 


time that he is to be enslaved in ignorance, and 
in order to lengthen the time and to strengthen 
the weapons in which and by which he is to gain 
true knowledge and use it. 


Education, then, is not merely pouring 


a mass of selected, pre-digested facts into 
vacuous heads just for the sake of filling 
them up. It is a method of handing on to 
the new-comer the sum of human exper- 
ience that he may reap the benefit with- 
out enduring the pain. It is given system- 
atically so that his ignorance may be 
relieved in the shortest possible time and 
he may have left 
the longest 
possible 


time in which to gain new 
knowledge 


and apply it, and in turn to pass it on to 
the next new-comer. 
Judged from this 


angle, schools and colleges have departed 
a long way 
from a purely educational 


program. 


ENDOWED ACHIEVEMENT. 


One wonders what Dr. Samuel John- 


son, sweating over the dedication to Lord 
Chesterfield of his majestic dictionary, 
would have thought of the literary 
and 


art fellowships now being offered from 
many quarters by millionaires and opu- 
lent organizations. In those distant days, 
when life on Grub street was truly grub- 
by, when patrons took much credit 
and 


gave but little cash, the idea of endowed 
research had not arisen. Maecenas some- 
times took practical 
form to 
help out 


struggling artists, composers and writers. 
But seldom with the liberality and never 
with the absence of restriction permitted 
by some of the modern foundations. 


Assuming the recipients have anything 


to create, it certain!}- will be their 
own 


fault if under the terms of the fellowships 
achievement fails to blossom. And yet, 
one fears a small percentage of recipients 
are going to ring the bell in such a way 
that future generations will hear 
the 


echoes sounding on along the 
aisles of 


time. The ambition to contribute to the 
sura of human understanding, to add to 
the store of man-made beaut}-, is a curi- 
ous thing. 
Time and again it triumphs 


over every obstacle, like Antaeus grow- 
ing in strength, by being downed, 
and 


time and again assistance results in its 
defeat. 


In view of Samuel Johnson's failing for 


procrastination, one wonders if he would 
have written ''Rasselas'3 on a fellowship 
as easily and quickly as he wrote it to 
buy a coffin in which to bur}- his mother. 
Though there are 
exceptions in iarge 


numbers, society still believes, as it has 
tor generations, that genius^ thrives on 
suffering and want and that the student 
who pays his own way through college 
gets more for his money than the student 
whose way is paid by another.

The Schaefci 
method is so simple that every 6 year old ehil< 
should be prepared to apply it in case of emergency 
Tho method was introduced by Schaefer only 20 
years ago and therefore a good many physicians 
rather out of touch with scientific progress, have 
failed to learn about it. Many first aid instructors 
swimming instructors, life saving guards and the 
like have acquired incorrect ideas about the method 
and have taught the wronsr technic. Here is Schae- 
fer's own description, and nobody is qualified to 
revise or alter Schaefer's directions for this man- 
euver. Please don't cut this out and paste it ur 
anywhere. Read it, study it, picture it. do it with 
any volunteer subject. Then you will remember. It 
is so very easy to remember—really only two ideas 
and they are conveyed by the name, prone and 
pressure. 


"It consists in laying the subject in the prone 


posture, preferably on the ground, with a thick 
folded garment underneath the chest and epigas- 
trium. The operator puts himself athwart or at i.e 
side of the subject, facing his head, and places his 
hands on each side over the lower part of the back 
(lowest rib). He then slowly throws the weight of 
his body forward to bear upon his own arms, and 
thus presses upon the thorax of the subject, and 
forces air out of the lungs. This being effected, he 


radualiy relaxes the pressure by bringing his ov>n 


body up again to a more erect position, but with- 
out moving the hands.'' 


Prone means lying on the belly or face down. 


The floor or ground is assumed to be level. If it is 
on a slope let the subject's head be lower than the 
body. If there is no garment, blanket or other 
nad at hand to place under the belly, never mind, 
nut go ahead with the re&pirations. 


Schaefer does not direct that the subject's hand 


or any other support be placed under the subject's 
lead. His picture shows the subject's hands prone 
[palms down) 
beside the head, and the subjects 


'ace turned toward one side. This posture, if the 
ground is level or if the subject's head is not higher 
han the rest of the body, provides for the drainage 
of any fluid from the breathing passages, by grav- 


y. 
"When the operator, kneeling astride or beside the 


subject, leans the weight of his body forward on his 
arms he presses down on the lower chest the up- 
per abdomen, against the ground, and so squeezes 
air (and any fluid) out of the subject's nose or 
mouth. When the operator relaxes and sits back, 
he elasticity of the chest wall causes it to rebound 


expand, drawing air in through the subject's 


nose or mouth. The pressure should be repeated 15 
imes a minute, and never interrupted, not even to 
move the subject, unless a responsible physician 
rders the operator to desist. Fairly authentic cases 
n record indicate that victims may be resuscitated 
even after 15 minutes of cessation of respiration. 
Vever give up the effort -within an hour. Xot 
rarely it takes a half hour or longer to restore nor- 
mal breathing after only faint signs of life have 


en observed.

Washington, D. C. — The campaign 


aunched by the 
business 
interests 


the country for a reduction in the 


ederal corporation tax, the repeal of 
he federal estate tax, and the aboli- 
ion of the war excise taxes on partic- 
ular businesses has struck a snag in 
he form of the opposition of President 
Coolidge. 


Big business wants to save 
$350- 


100,000, to 
5400,000,000 by 
lopping 


:uch an amount off its annual tax 
bill and has set in motion the forces 
hat are expected to bring Congress 
iround to its way of thinking. 


President Coolidge is willing that 
here should be tax reduction and 
hat the corporations of the country 
hould be primarily the beneficiaries 
i the reduction. However,-the Presi- 
dent has let it to be known, in nt> un- 
ertain terms that in his judgement 
ig business would be engaged in a 
nore laudable undertaking if it were' 
making a drive to insure economy in. 
government expenditures. There can 


>e no tax reduction 
without 
rigid 


»conomy in the management of pub- 
ic affairs, and there is little likeli- 
lood of economy if Congress at the 
pproaching session .is to be subjected 
o unprecedented pressure from self- 
sh interests as now seems to be in 
rospect. 
Various organizations are now lin- 


ng up for this drive on Congress and 
'resident is understood to be appre- 
lensive as to the result of that sort 
f thing. Undue tax reduction and ex- 
raordinary appropriations for var- 
ous purposes are the ends sought.

the country. The characteristic Amer- 
ican method of doing business is by 
means of corporate organization. In 
manufacturing of all kinds, finance, 
transportation, 
communication, 
in 


fact in. practically every kind of Ijus- 
iness activity, it is the corporations 
which are doing not only the great 
bulk of business, but 'are also the 
Pioneers in developing new activities, 
increasing efficiency 
and 
reducing 


costs to the consumer. Any undue 
burdens placed on the corporation ei- 
ther by taxation or otherwise are ob- 
structing the development of one of 
the most important instruments of 
economic progress which have been 
developed. 


"Probably no one thing 
does 
as 


much to simplify the federal tax sit- 
uation as a reduction in rates. Mo- 
derate rates which reduce the hard- 
ship whcih might otherwise- ensue no 
longer make necessary elaborate pro- 
visions for the relief of a taxpayer 
who finds himself in some unusual 
situation. Taxpayer and government 
officials both approach the matter in 
a manner most conduci\-e to speedy 
agreement. 'Simplification of the in- 
come tax is generally regarded as one 
of the most pressing of fedora! i-\~ 
reforms and there is no surer ap- 
proach to the solution of this -Jiiii- 
cu]t problem than by the reduction 
of rates to a moderate level.

ree" and you find one of the smallest 
towns— in spirit, rather than in pop- 
ulation—that you have ever lived in. 
AH those qualities of suburban life 
you have ever heard about are now 
just around the corner from you. 


Perhaps it is true that the girls of 


Jlontmartre are the nudest Perhaps 
it is true that you can't walk around 
in certain centers without being ac- 
costed by a lady of the oldest profes- 
sion.

Zahrt said, "This 
revolution, how- 


ever, need not cause worry, for it will 
have more to do with an astonishing 
increase 
of interest on the part of 


broadcast listeners than it will with 
radical changes in the design and con- 
struction of sets. 


"The revolution that I refer to is 


itself a product of an unnoticed revo- 
lution in raldio broadcasting. A year 
ago, to be perfectly frank, programs 
put on the air by a great many 
broadcasting 
stations were nothing 


but "hash." Some of them would not 
have held an audience in a ten-cent 
vaudeville theatre. 
Since that time, 


these same broadcasting stations have 
realized that public interest had begun 
to wane a bit and that they were los- 
ing their listeners. They were forced 
to actionr The only thing that they 
could do is what they have done — 
raised the standard of entertainment 
furnished. 
Strong 
competition has 


developed between broadcasting 
sta- 


tions for the favor of fans and a 
jreat 
deal of money is now being 


spent to get new talent 
for radio 


broadcasting. The station today that 
gives out poor programs is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. The fact 
that individual stations have bettered 
their programs, 
together with the 


development of chain broadcasting, 
makes it possible for people in even- 
part of the United States to hear ex- 
cellent entertainment all year 'round. 


FIXER PROGRAMS 


"Xow, every hour of every day 


there is something interesting 
and 


worth while on the air—music, lec- 
tures, bridge lessons, news of the day, 
cooking recipes, stock reports, play- 
lets, opera—almost anything you de- 
sire. 
"In the past, during the summer 


months, atmospheric conditions made 
radio reception somewhat unsatisfac- 
torv. People who lived at long dis- 
tances 
from 
broadcasting 
stations 


were often dissatisfied with the recep- 
tion. As a result, many of them put 
their radio sets away for the summer. 
Xow broadcasting stations of super- 
power have completely drowned out 
that evil. 
During even the _ hottest 


davs the nearer by broadcasting sta- 
tions can be received clearly and 
without interference from static. 


"Another thint, that will act as an 


accessory to this revolution," stated 
Mr. Zahrt, is the fact that radio is 
long past the experimental stage. Ra- 
dio receiving equipment has become 
stabilized. 
The day of the manufac- 


tured freak set is passed. The analogy 
between radio and the automobile is 
startling. Some of us can remembei 
20 years ago when there were many 
freak motor cars on the market. They 
have all passed, and we now have cer- 
tain standard principles of transpor- 
tation adhered to generally by motor 
car manufacturers- 
Discourse, there 


will be improvements in radio, just 
as there have been improvements m 
automobiles, but they will be refine- 
ments rather than innovations.

fact remains that radio engineers to- 
day generally do not anticipate anj 
startling new discoveries. 
In fact 


the underlying principles of radio, as 
we know it today have been known 
for over twentv years.

'"Like the automobile, radio, too 


has vanquished the spectre of the 
•reasonable"' market- 
TThen automo 


biles first caine. people generally pur 
chased their cars during the months 
of nice weather. Nowadays, however 
automobiles are sold every month ir 
the year. Because of increased inter- 
est in broadcasting and the advent of 
super power stations that make recep- 
tion possible during all seasons of the 
vear, the same situation now-applie" 
to radio.

and comments on the conditions con- 
ronting: wholesalers . 


"The wholesale business has six or 


more distinct functions and the man 
who fall.'? down on any one of these 
'ails,1 '.Mr. Babson said. "Yet the av- 
erage wholesaler lumps all 
of his 


business together and has no special 
knowledge 
of which functions 
are 


paying linn and which are costing him 
money. Hence, the first need of most 
wholesalers is a functional study of 
their business. I am all the more con- 
vinced of this since learning that a 
net profit of 3 per cent is about the 
average of the most successful whole- 
salers and that this—owing to chain 
stores and increased costs of doing 
Business—is gradually declining. 


"Another difficulty facing wholesal- 


ers is that they are forced to carry a 
very great variety 
of items. Some 


wholesalers are purchasing from TOO 
or more different manufacturers. This 
means that these wholesalers really 
cannot be acquainted with but a small 
proportion of these goods and certain- 
y cannot give any attention to "push- 
ng" them. As a result they act mere- 
ly as order takers and trust more or 
less to luck and the law of averages 
as to what they sell. Of course this sit- 
uation is being remedied. The advice 
of bankers, the use of business statis- 
tics, the service of public accountants 
and the good work being done by the 
department of commerce all are work- 
ing in favor of the wholesaler in or- 
der to reduce the items carried and 
the territory covered. This tends to 
eliminate dead stock, increases turn- 
over, reduces expense and makes it 
unnecessary for wholesalers to bor- 
row as much from the banks as he 
used to. 


'It is interesting to note that after 


taking these difficulties into considera- 
tion and realizing the 
burden which 


the wholesalers are obliged to bear, 
one finds a reasonably satisfactory sit- 
uation in the wholesale business at 
the present time. Information obtain- 
ed from a group of 77 representative 
Chambers of 
cities reporting 


the situation as fair 
cities indicate poor 


a- 3 only 
conditions. 


Commerce shows 52 
a satisfactory whole- 


sale situation, while 20" cities report 


five 
Mi- 


study of this latter group shows that 
these cities are not at all in any one 
vicinity, but rather, fairly well distrib- 
uted. This would tend to indicate that 
on the whole there are no large sec- 
tions showing poor wholesale condi- 
tions. 


"The two states which stand out 


with the' most generally satisfactory 
wholesale trade are Georgia and Tex- 
as. Here cotton has been a big help. 
Among the favorable cities I would 
specially mention Augusta and Macon, 
in Georgia; Beaumont and Galveston, 
Texas; Oklahoma City, Little Rock 
Ark.; Lincoln, ^seb.; Charlotte. N. C-; 
Huntington, W. Va.; 
Xorfolk, Va,; 


Harrisburg, Pa.; 
and 
Jsew Haven 


Conn.; Rochester 3ST. 1'., although be- 
low the 1926 .peak shows up well; 
while the city of Boston- reports con- 
siderable improvement. Improvemen 
is shown in certain 
cities of Michi- 


gan, Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, and Minne- 
sota. From all these reports I would 
conclude that the wholesale trade is 
on the up grade. 


"My study of present day wholesale 


conditions shows that the lines doing 
the greatest business are those whicl 
are really necessary for the welfari 
of the people. For example, I find tha 
foodstuffs, clothing and building ma 
terials lead all other lines. I find 2C 
cities in which foodstuffs are amongs 
the best selling- wholesale lines. Fif- 
teen cities show clothing as one o 
their more important wholesale items 
The building materials are doing- wel 
in 17 cities, thus indicating that build 
ing. although on the decline in mos 
sections, is still holding- up well in 
certain districts. 


"Although 
the above - mentioned 


lines lead the wholesale business, ye 
there are others which are also doing 


veil. For instance, in Atlanta, Ga., we 
find a good furniture market. Boston 
ind Shreveport, La., 
report a fair 


Business in the wholesale electrical 
squipment line. Jackson, Jiich., is do- 
ng a good 
business in automotive 


equipment. These and other similar 
ines are holdmq- up well in practically 
all sections of the country. 


"The wholesale business has 
not 


been the basis of many flotations. I 
icnow of no such 
companies having 


bond issues which have been publicly 
offered and only a few have sold pre- 
'erred stocks to the public. Almost no 
strictly wholesale concerns have then- 
securities 
listed on the New 
York 


Stock Exchange. 
Many manufactur- 


ng stocks and many stocks of con- 
cerns doing a retail business are ac- 
tively dealt In, but bankers and brok- 
ers instinctively keep away from se- 
curities of companies 
doing only a 


wholesale business. Yet the wholesal- 
er has a definite lunction to perform 
and there always must be wholesal- 
ers so long as there are small indepen- 
lent retailers. Once, when asking a 
prominent banker why he never offer- 
ed the securities of a strictly whole- 
sale house, he replied: 
'Wholesalers 


are confronted by two paradoxes. (1) 
To be a wholesaler one must carry a 
great many lines and • thousands of 
items, and yet an analysis of their 
business shows that the fewer lines 
and items that they carry the more 
profit they make. (2) To be a whole- 
saler one must cover a large terri- 
tory while analysis shows that after 
this territory expands beyond a cer- 
tain limited area the law of diminish- 
ing returns begins to work.' 


"The wholesale business is very vi- 


tally connected with general business 
conditions. "While the business of a re- 
tailer may contract only six per cent 
during 
a business depression, the 


business of a wholesaler may decline 
SO to 40 per cent. The wholesaler acts> 


sort of a spring or cushion which 


must absorb 
most 
of the declining 


business and most of the falling prices 
A chart of the wholesale business al- 
most parallels the movement of the 
Babsonchart, 
which now registers 


about normal. Yet every cloud has a 
silver lining. 
The wholesale 
trade 


has not become involved with the in- 
stalment business. The wholesaler has 
practically none of the three or foui 
billions of dollars of instalment paper 
now held by manufacturers and retail- 
ers. Moreover, as I hax-e said above 
wholesalers have a legitimate econ- 
omic function. Perhaps as they are 
reduced in number by economic pres- 
sure, those remaining may develop a 
very profitable business and the time 
may yet come when the securities of 
wholesale concerns may be more at- 
tractive than those of either manufac- 
turers or retailers."

already filled some responsible posi- 
tion and -wants further training in a 
chosen field. 


Before receiving a diploma from 


the university, it is necessary that 
the student complete two seasons of 
work in a cheese factory or creamery.
